George Speer. Tells 
Of War Precautions 
Taken by the Allies 


Atlanta Man Back From 


‘Europe, Wheré He Visited| 


His Son, Describes the 
Many Difficulties Travel- 
ers Now Encounter. 


That the tactics of officials in Brit- 
ish and French cities are strange, in- 
teresting and ingenious owing to war 
conditions is the statement of George 
R. Speer, of Atlanta, just returned from 
the scene of war, where he had been 
visiting his son, George A. Speer, Jr., 
captain of the Tenth Canadian infan- 
try brigade, of the Fourth Canadian 
division, who had been gerlously ill 
with typhoid fever. 

“T went over on the American steam- 
er, Kroonland,” said Mr. Speer, “and 
from the start the passengers realized 
that they were traveling under un- 
usual conditions. On each side of the 
vessel was painted an immense Amer- 
ican flag, and underneath was the let- 


tering, ‘American line.’ On these was 
thrown an intense concentrated light | 
from lamps placed on long poles pro-! 
jecting from the vessel. There could 
be no mistaking the vessel’s being 
American.” 

The passengers were drilled regular- 
ly in putting on life preservers, and 
on how to get into specified life boats, 
and Mr. Speer said the drilling became 
more and more regular as the vessel 
approached the war zone. 

Sees Son Decorated. 

“My son met me in London,” said he, 
“and I should never have surmounted 
the difficulties of traveling at present 
if he had not been along. We had to 
report to the police everywhere we 
went, and answer a vast number of

SILENT ON CHARGE 


Officer of Fifth Regiment, 
Now Facing Court-martial, 
Spends Sunday With His 
Family in Atlanta. 


Major I. T. Catron, storm center of 


the Fifth regiment pending court-mar- 
tial, spent Sunday visiting his family 
in Atlanta. He declined to discuss his 
arrest, the causes leading up to it or 
probable future development. 

Major Catron is still under arrest 
and was home on leave of absence. He 
left last night for Camp Tis. 

The fact that Major Catron, accord- 
ing to apparently authentic report, has 
declined to withdraw his name from 
the protest filed by the three Fifth 
regiment majors, leads to the general 
belief that he will fight the case 
through. It is understood that Major 
Catron takes the position that the pro- 


test made is ‘based on fact and that he 


has nothing to retract. 

It is reported that Major Catron wil! 
file counter charges against Colonel 
Orville H. Hall, who is preferring 
charges against the major. In answer 
to a direct question upon this possi- 
bility, Major Catron stated that he 
could not say whether or not he has or 
will file counter charges. 

It is understoog that the charges 
brought against Major Catron and 
leading to his arrest and coming court- 
martial are based solely on the ground 
that the major has criticised’ the coi- 
onel. : 

These criticisms are said to be con- 

tained in the protest which the majors 
filed upon the election of Captain M. 
H. Beck, a regular army cavalry of- 
ficer, to the lieutenant colonelcy of the 
Fifth regiment, while all three of the 
majors were eligible to the place. They 
are said to have accused Colonel Hall 
of having influenced the- election. 
\ Major Catron has been a member of 
the Fifth regiment for the last fifteen 
years and during that time a detach- 
ment of the troops of that organiza- 
tion has never been calieq out for duty 
that he was not along and often in 
command. He has been a major for 
ten years. Major Catron was besieged 
with telephone calls and visitors all 
day Sunday, and his mail for ten days 
has been filled with assurances of 
friendship.

J. C. Burroughs Slightly

After staying up nearly all of Satur- 
day night with a friend who had been 
injured in an auto accident, and who 
died Sunday morning at 8 o'clock, J. C., 
Burroughs, of Decatur, Ga., himself sus- 
tained slight injuries Sunday morning 
in another auto aocident. 

His machine was run into: on Bast 


‘Hurter street* by the big flying “Red 


Devil” of Fire Chief “Bill” Cody. Bur- 
roughs’ injuries were only slight, al- 
though the rear wheel of his car was 
smashed to “‘smithereens.”’ 

W. A. Asher, age 22, of Oakhurst, 
who sustained a fracture of the skull 
in an auto collision on DeKalb avenue 
Saturday night, died Sunday morning 
at Grady hospital. 

Burroughs and Asher were great 
friends. They ‘oth worked for the 
Southern Bell Telephone and Tele- 
graph company. 

The car in which Asher was riding 
Saturday night was filled with South- 
ern Bell employees, as was Burroughs’ 
machine on Sunday. No others were 
hurt, though. 

J. A. Smith, age 651, of 185 Iverson 
street, who was driving the auto that 
ran into the machine in which Asher 
was riding, was arrested by the po- 
lice Sunday, following Asher’s death, 
on the charge of reckless driving of 
an auto. He will be arraigned before 
Recorder Johnson for a preliminary 
hearing. 


BORGLUM PREPARES 
TO BEGIN HIS WORK 
AT STONE MOUNTAIN 


First steps have been taken by Gut- 
zon Borglum, who is to have charge 
of the sculptural work on Stone Moun- 
tain commemorating the confederacy, 
for the beginning of this immense mon- 
ument. 


An engine has been imbedded in the 
rock at the top of the mountain with 
a large winding drum containing many 
yards of heavy iron wire.. This wire 
runs from the top down the steep 
side, on which the figures of leaders 
and soldiers of the Confederacy will 
be carved, and carries with it several 
pulleys. 

Interlacing wires have been firmly 
fastened to the rock by steel posts 
for a considerable distance down the 
side. They also carry pulleys to be 
used for the hanging platforms from 
which the sculptor will work. 

The whole affair thus far has the ap- 
pearance of a number of miniature tel- 
ephone poles reaching toward the esky 
from the top and the side of the huge 
granite mountain. The pulleys and the 
wires have not been carried all the 
way from the side yet, but have been 
extended for some. distance, Great 
masses of the granite have been dis- 
lodged from the top by the workmen 
in firmly placing their posts on whose 
strength will depend the lives of the 
men doing the sculptural work. 

The little wooden house in which the 
huge metal drum with its winding’ of 
heavy iron wire is encased hag at- 
tracted a great deal of attention dur- 
ing the past few days from persons 
visiting the mountain. 

Mr, Borglum is one of the country’s 
greatest sculptors and his work in con- 
nection with this permanent monument 
to the confederate cause will make it 
one of the show places of the country 
when completed. It is expected that 
the work will take about two years for 
completion, as it contemplates the cut- 
ting of a barge room in the face of the 
solid rock near the foot of the mvuun-. 
tain to be used for the storing of con- 
federate records, 


Structure Brings $102,500, 
and Officials of the Gov- 
ernment Bank State That 
Building Costing Approx- 
imately $150,000 Will Be 
Erected—No Plans Have 
Yet Been Drawn. 


One of Atlanta’s oldest landmarks— 
the First Presbyteriadh church building 
at No. 104 Marietta street—will soon 
pass into history, as this property has 
been sold to the Atlanta Reserve bank 
for $102,500. 

The sale was made Saturday by Paul 
FE. Vose, of the real estate department 
of the Empire Trust and Safe Deposit. 
company. It was not announced until 
Sunday morning by Dr. J. S. Lyons, 
pastor, in his sermon at the new church 
plant on Peachtree road and Sixteenth 
atreet. 

Offictals of the reserve bank statéd 
last night that their plan is to build a 
massive one-story bank: building, cost- 
ing epproximately $150,000, No plans 
have been drawn or approved yet. 


WILL COMPLETE 
NEW BUILDING. 


With the $102,500 received from the 
sale of the Marietta church property, 
the First Presbyterian church will 
complete. at once their handsome 
church plant on Peachtree road. The 
Sunday school] auditorium of this plant 
was opened last December, and since 
then church services have been held 
there pending the mpletion of the 
church building proper. Practically the 
entire $102,500 will be spent on the 
new church building. 

The Presbyterian church property on 
Marietta street eonsists of a large 
brick church ‘building, erected in 1877, 
and a lot fronting 91% feet on Mariet- 
ta street, facing Cone street, extending 
back 200 feet to the property of the 
Seaboard air Line company. 

When the Peachtree road church 
buildings are completed the Presbyte- 
rian church will haxe expended nearly 
$200,000 for this handsome structure; 
$54,000 was paid for the lot, and $30,000 
for the Sunday school auditorium. 

The First Presbyterian church was 
founded in the year 1848—the birth of 
Atlanta. It was a part of the old 
Union church, which erected a log 
cabin church building on the triangle 
square opposite the Candler building. 
A few years later Reuben Cone, after 
whom Cone street is named, gave the 
present lot on Marietta street, and a 
church edifice was erected there. This 
was torn down in 1877 and the present 
Marietta street church edifice erected. 

With its history of nearly’ sixty 
years, this great old church has been 
a landmark of Atlanta. Before its al- 
tar many of the most prominent people 
of the city have plighted their mar- 
riage vows, Infants, who later became 
Atlanta’s. foremost citizens, were con- 
secrated at its baptismal fount, the 
funeral services of many noted men 
and womén have been held there, 


WOODROW WILSON 
WORSHIPED HERE. 


Woodrow Wilson, once a practicing 
attorney in Atlanta, and now first 
chief of ‘his nation, often visited this 


church to worship.

NO REPLY 10 NOTE 
DURING CAMPAIGN 


Resentment of American 
Citizens Over Allies’ Cen- 
sorship of Mails Has 

tie. 
Greatly Lessened, State 
Department Feels.

Washington, October 15.—Examina- 
tion of the allies’ note on the censorship 
of mails, made public this morning, has 
brought a feeling among officials that 
it does not satisfactorily meet the pro- 
tests set forth in the American note of 
May 24, which said that “only a radi- 
cal change restoring to the United 
States its full rights as a neutral pow- 
er will satisfy this government.” 

The state department has watched 
with interest, however, the informal ar- 
rangements made by British authorities 
through their trade department and 
through such conferences as that of 
Sir Richard Crawford in New. York 
recently, and is understood to feel that 
resentment among American citizens 
over the allied censorship has been 
greatly lessened. 

It is thought unlikely that any re- 
ply will be made in the three weeks 
before election. In this connection dip- 
lomatic circles attach much _§signifi- 
cance to President Wilson’s declara- 
tion at Long Branch yesterday that it 
is “almost impossible to do anything 
positive” in the fields of foreign af- 
fairs during the campaign. 

All the information reaching the de- 
partment is understood to indicate that 
the allies have determined to maintain 
the firmest attitude on the subject, feel- 
ing that absolutely vital interest's are 
involved. Officials are said to feel, 
therefore, that any fourth or positive 
step by the United States might bring 
the controversy to a much more critica] 
stage. 


Teutons Want Peace 
.. Have No Thought 
Of Any Concessions 


Still Believe They Hold 
Trump Cards and Are Con- 
fident They Can With- 
stand Attacks of Entente. 


Vienna, September 21.—(Correspond- 
ence of The Associated Press.)—With 
& keen longing for peace has come per- 
sistent speculation in the central states 
‘as to the manhér in bless- 
ing may be secured. , 

In Berlin and Vienna politicians con- 
tinue setting their teeth when the word 
peace is mentioned, not because war 
is wanted, but for the reason that up to 
this moment the entente governments 
have shown no inclination to entertain 
a meeting on this ground. 

If the fear prevailed in the central 
states that a peace with honor, and pos- 
sibly profit, could not be secured, owing 
to military and economic weakness, 
the thought might run in a different 
channel. But that the entente has not 
shown that it can ultimately realize 
its own hopes is the universal view held 
in Austria-Hungary and Germany and 
the allied countries. The offensive 

é Somme, the Russian attack in 
.owina and in east Galicia, the en- 
into the war of Rumania and its 
immediate consequences, the campaign 
of Sarrail from Saloniki and the exer- 
tions of the Italians have all contrib- 
uted toward the feeling in the central 
group that the resistance met by the 
entente may yet open the eyes of those 
who must first announce that they will 
be satisfied with a peace whose terms 
will not have been the dismemberment 
of central Europe as a basis. 

The central government, so much 
may be said, are ready today for a peace 
which yould leave Europe very much as 
before the war, with the exception that 
Poland must be made an autonomous 
state and that neither Belgium nor-Ser- 
bia can again trouble, innocently or 
purposely, the quiet of Europe. 

There is here not the faintest indica- 
tion that the entente is inclined to en- 
ter negotiations on that basis. That 
being the case, the end of the war seems 
as far off as ever. In Vienna and Ber- 
lin, on the other hand, nobody can yet 
see why the central group should make 
concessions, since they claim to hold 
trumps everywhere by the occupation 
of enemy territories so large that the 
few advantages of this order gained 
by the entente can hardly count. 

To conclude a peace that will not be 
mdde at its own cost, the central powers 
feel that their armies must retain their 
present proportionate strength and ef- 
ficiency; that their losses must not be 
greater in proportion than those of the 
entente forces,. Before the British mil- 
lions had appeared on the scene; there 
was always the vague fear that things 
might go wrong once they took their 
place. But the Somme operations have 
shown that while the British millions 
have been of much help to the French, 
their coming has not been decisive.

Successes also 
were obtained by the Rumanians in 
the Oituz and Jiul valleys, where vio- 
lent attacks were repulsed with heavy 
casualties. On both sides of the 
Szurduk pa'tss the Rumanians continue 
on the offensive but Berlin says their 
attacks have been repulsed,

By King Constantine, 
Declares Venizelos

London, October 15.—At a banquét 
last night given by the Greek commit- 
tee of national defense in honor of 
the members of the provisional gov- 
ernment, Eliptherios Venizelos made a 
striking speech, says Reuter’s Saloniki 
correspondent. 

“The Greek people,” said M. Venizelos 
“have been led to the brink of a preci- 
pice by a econscienceless monarchy 
which made common cause with ths 
politicians of our decadent epoch. When 
this great war afforded us the oppor- 
tunity of realizing our national ideals, 
our people were prevented from pu-- 
suing the path to their glory because 
of an alliance with hereditary en+¢- 
mies. King Constantine believes him- 
self king a the grace of God. This 
conception is diametrically opposed to 
the mind of the nation, which admits 
of a regime of royalty, but desires that 
royalty shall be democratic. 

“Our people regard the kifg as ths 
first servant of the state. hey at- 
tribute® to the king not the right to 
impose his personal will, But the duty 
to guard without respite the sover- 
omaty of the people in order to pre- 
vent them suffering from prejudice. Our 
constitution leaves no doubt regard- 
ing this unquestionable sovereignty of 
the people. 

“From the moment the constitutioa 
was violated in circumstances so crit- 
ical, it became necessary that we con- 
voke after the war a national agssem- 
bly with the object of drawing up‘ 
new and invulnerable rampart against 
future violations on the part of the 
monarchical chief. 

“Today we all have accomplished 
our efforts for the purpose of organiz- 
ing ourselves militarily without delay 
to expel our hereditary enemy from 
our territory and to fulfill our duty 
as an ally toward a friendly people, 
whose heroism and ardént love for the 
fatherland and indomitable persever- 
ance have won the admiration of the 
whole world.”

French Now Hold 
Germans by Ears, 
Says Castelnaur

(From a Staff Correspondent of The 
Associated Press.) 

Chantilly, France, October 15,—“We 
now have the Germans by thé éars, dnd 
Will continue to shake their heads un- 
til their brains are addled and they 
will be compelled to give in.” 

This declaration was made today by 
General Eduard Castelnaur, chief of 
staff of all the French armies in the 
fleld, to the American ahd British war 
correspondents. 

“The great question at issue,” con- 
tinued General Castelnaur, “was wheth- 
ér we should be the slaves of the Ger- 
mans. We shall not be. We will die 
on the battle field, but we shall never 
be their slaves.’’ 

General Castelnaur had just witness- 
éd a review of the First infantry regi- 
ment after the regimental flag had been 
decorated by General Joffre. Many of 
the officers and men were personally 
decorated by General Joffte, who em- 
braced them. 

General Castélnaur who has a more 
intimate knowledge of General Joffre’s 
Plans than anyone else, and knows ev- 
ery branch of the army thoroughly, 
spoke with great feeling of the fra- 
ternity bétween the officérs and men, 
He pointed with pride to the veteran 


soldiers who had just passed, saying: 
“It is to men like those that we owe 
thanks for causing the disastrous fail- 
ure of the great effort of the Germans 
at Verdun. Encouraged by the im- 
mense efforts made by our British com- 
rades we shall go on to the end, and 
to the final victory, which is certain.” 

Admiringly General Castelnaur re- 
oot to the new British armies, say- 
ng: 

“They are formed of splendid ma- 
terial and have become a feature of 
overwhelming importance in the war. 
The main preoccupation of the Germans 
at present is the British armies. They 
already know the French army. They

find themselves faced by strong, well- 
trained British armies, which they find 
too much for them.” 

General Castelnaur, like General Jof-

have been killed, while a fourth is se- 
riously wounded and a prisoner.

TURK TRANSPORT TAKEN 
BY RUSSIAN SUBMARINE 


Petrograd, October 15.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—-The Russian submarine Tulen 
on October 12 after an engagement 
near the Bosphorus captured the Turk- 
ish 6,000 ton armed war transport 
Roditsto, says today’s Russian official 
statement. The transport, which was 
commanded by German officers, was 
taken to Sebastopol. The statement 
reads:

Safety of the Church 
Found in Democracy 
States Rev. W. A. Lee 


Rev. William A. Lee, pastor of the 
Central Congregational church, on Sun- 
day preached the third of a series of 
sermons on “The Church Today,” his 
immediate topic being, “Democracy and 
the Church.” Among other things, Dr. 


Lee said: 

‘Democracy is the oustanding fact 
of the age, the achievement for which 
history will most laud our century and 
its immediate predecessor will doubt- 
less be their progressive coronation 
of the common man. Everywhere this 
is being accomplished. Even Russia, 
symbol of bureaucracy, has felt its 
power and is learning that there can 
be no security for her throne except 
it be broad4based upon the peoples 
will.’ 

“To this principle of government, 
which appears destined in time to pOs- 
sess the earth, the church 1s closely 
related in the past and must be in the 
future, unless both are to fall. Tne 
two sprang from a common source, or 
at least have received their chief nour- 
ishment from a common influence. That 
influence is of God and of Christ. It 
is the divine standard of value placed 
upon man as man. Until such a con- 
ception of his intrinsic worth should 
come into being there could ibe no 
church dedicated to the cause of man’s 
salvation. And similarly, apart from 
the same high valuation of human na- 
ture there could be no democracy. It 
is only where the truth of man’s worth 
as mere man has first been taught by 
God and Christ that modern democracy 
has been able to come into being and to 
persist. 

“Born of the same influence, nour- 
ished of the same spirit, committed to 
the same end of human redemption, 
democracy and the church should be 
found bound in a sisterhood of toil. 
Each needs the other. Only democracy 
can save the church. Only the churen 
can save demoeracy.” 


MEMORIAL SERVICES HELD 
BY ATLANTA CAMP, 159 


“Two Old Soldiers” was the subject 
of an address by the Rev. Dunbar H. 
Ogden, pastor of Central Presbyterian 
church, delivered incidental to the 
twenty-eighth annual memorial serv- 
ice of Atlanta camp, No. 159, United 
Confederate Veterans, held in the Cen- 
tral church last night in lieu of the 
regular Sunday night services. 

This service is held annually on the 
third Sunday of October, and the one 
last night was attended by about 159 
members of Atlanta camp, who march- 
ed into the edifice in a ‘body and occu- 
pied pews in the front part of the 
church. 

Following the opening hymn, Rev. 
R. P. Maryn, assistant chaplain of the 
veterans’ camp, read from the Scrip- 
tures and led in prayer. Following 
was another hymn, and “calling the 
camp to attention” by Commander J; 
C. Carlisle. The roll was called by 
Adjutant W. H. Harrison, which was 
followed by the singing of “‘When the 
Roll Is Called Up Yonder” by the choir 
Dr. Ogden’s address came then, follow- 
ed by the hymn, “How Firm a Founda: 
tion,” and the services were closed with 
a brief address and benediction by Rey. 
T. P. Cleveland, chaplain of the vet- 
erans’ organization. 

Dr. Ogden built his address round

FILL ST. LOUIS PULPITS 


St. Louis, October 15.—Clergymen at- 


tending the general convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal church today oc- 
cupied all of the Episcopal church pul- 
pits of St. Louis. At Christ church 
cathedral the Rt. Rev. Charles P. Brent, 
a bishop of the Philippines, made what, 
in effect, was a plea for church unity. 
Bishop Brent spoke of the Roman 
Catholic doctrine with the invocation of 
the saints and the prayers for the dead 
and said that a leading Canadian Meth- 
odist Episcopal minister told him that 
as a result of the war thousands of 
Methodists in the dominion have been 
praying for the dead.

Tonight Bishop H. H. Montgomery, 
secretary of the society for the propa- 
gation of the gospel of the Church of 
England, preached the triennial mission 
sermon. 


Hard to Please People 
And God at Same Time, 
Declares Dr. Holderby 


Ministers of religion find it impos- 
sible in their ministry to please the 
Divine will and the people at the same 
time, declared Dr. A. R. Holderby, pas- 
tor of the East Point Presbyterian 
church, in the course of his sermon OR 
“Sin of Pleasing Men Rather Than 
God,” Sunday morning. 

Argument of his theme led him from 


the ministers to men as a whole, and 
finally as a concrete example he re- 
ferred to the action of the board of 
directors of the Southeastern Fair as- 
sociation in receding from their orig- 
inal decision to open the fair to the 
public on Sunday.

Had it been decided 
to open the fair on Sunday Atlanta 
would have been debauched and our 
Christian civilization insulted. But by 
the recent action of the gentlemen who 
compose the boar! wf control, they and 
the people of Atlanta are to be con- 
gratulated. 

‘Let everybody now boom the fair 
and help the directors muke it a great 
success.”’

Wonderful Work 
Of Eastern Division 
Of Dixie Highway 


Our Trade With Iceland 
Has a Sentimental Rather 
Than a Commercial Interest 


Historical Naval Relics 
In Smithsonian Institution 
Relate to Trenchard Family 


(From The Knoxville Journal and Tribune.) 

On the preliminary inspection trip made 
over the Dixie highway between Knoxville 
and Lexington, Ky., by President Allison, Di- 
rectors Richard Hardy and A. F. Sandford 
last week, over one million dollars worth of 


road work was found by them to be under 
construction through the difficult mountain- 
ous section beginning with the Union coun- 
ty line ang running through Union and Clai- 
borne counties, Tennessee, thence through 
Bell, Knox, Laurel, Rockcastle and Madison 
counties, Kentucky, to Richmond, Ky., from 
which point the roads are in fine condition 
to Cincinnati. The bulk of the money is 
going directly on the Dixie highway. 

The party was accompanied by Mr. John 
Lovell, of the Patten hotel, Chattanooga, and 
Mr. Carter Lynch, also of that city. 

As a result of the very large road work 
now under construction it was decided by 
the directors that it would be inadvisable to 
hold any large dedication trip this fall. At 
many places along the route detours around 
construction work are necessary, some por- 
tions have not yet been reached by the con- 
tractors and one or two short gaps have not 
as yet been let, which makes automobile 
transportation a difficult matter at present. 

It was felt by the directors that to make 
the dedication trip at the present time would 
be construed by the general public that the 
route was ready for easy travel, which is not 
the case; however, they were more than grat- 
ified with the immense amount of work going 
on and in sight, which practically assures the 
completion of the eastern branch of the Dixie 
highway to Cincinnati by next fall at the ex- 
treme latest, and they believe that one year 
hence the run from Cincinnati to Knoxville 
can be satisfactorily made over a surfaced 
road in two days’ time. : 

At all points they found Dixie highway 
enthusiasm and appreciation of the value of 
this through road and assurances that each 
county would do its part. 

Beginning in Union county, Tennessee, 
where $100,000 is being spent, the party found 
re-surfacing under way between the Knox 
county line and Maynardville, and grading 
beyond Maynardadville to the Claiborne county 
line, probably one half completed and a 
grading crew on the work. The piers for a 
new bridge over the Clinch river at Millers 
Ferry are completed. County Judge George 
Taylor and Road Commissioner Thaddeus 
Smith say that Union county will deliver her 
road to the Dixie highway completely sur- 
faced. 

On reaching Claiborne county line they 
found the grading completed from that point 
to Tazewell with the exception of a gap ot 
three or four miles which has been under 
litigation but recently settled, and which will 
now pe pushed forward. The recent big flood 
in Claiborne county did about $2,000 worth 
of damage to the fihished grade on Barren 
Creek which makes difficult going in spots 
at present. This side of Tazewell three or 
four miles have already been surfaced. Be- 
tween Tazewell and Cumberland Gap the 
grading is nearly finished and there are Also 
a few miles of surfacing completed. 

The directors interviewed Road Commis- 
sioner G. W. Montgomery at Tazewell and 
County Judge Morrison at Cumberland Gap, 
who assured them that the $80,000 set apart 
for the Dixie highway would undoubtedly 
take care of Claiborne’s part. 

In Bell county, Kentucky, between Middles- 
boro and Pineville, the grading is all com- 
pleted and it is one of the finest pieces 
of work ever seen by any of the party. This 
is also partially surfaced with a wide ma- 
cadam road and a rocking crew is now at 
work. The scenery along this road is mag- 
nificent. 

At Pineville, the directors met County 
Judge T. J. Asher, to whom credit is due for 
putting this magnificent road through Bell 
county. This county has appropriated $250,000 
already and will use more than this amount. 
Judge Asher assured the directors that Bell 
county would be on the highway with the 
best stretch of road through the mountain 
counties, 

Beyond Pineville the bridge is being com- 
pleted over the Cumberland river and the 
grading is progressing to the Knox county 
line. In Knox county, Kentucky, which has 
$200,000 appropriated, the grading contract 
has been let from the Bell county line to Bar- 
boursville. The contract for the grading 
from Barboursville to Corbin has been held 
up by an injunction suit involving the ques- 
tion only of which route should be adopted. As 
soon as this is settled, contract will be let 
and road graded all the way to Corbin, there 
being ample funds in the bank. 

The directors found the Knox county 
court is session at Barboursville and 
were given the floor. County Judge Ham- 
mond and all the members of the court were 
unanimous in. promising the directors that 
Knox county would have a surfaced road 
across it by the time the adjoining counties 
were ready. 

From Corbin to London, the county seat 
of Laurel county, grading is under way and 
some surfacing has been done. The grading 
is also under construction from London to 
the Rockcastie county line and a few miles 
of this have already been surfaced. 

At present the old road over Wild Cat 
mountain is used there, and it is a rough 
proposition. 

The party spent the night in London and 
an enthusiastic Dixie highway meeting was 
held in the courthouse in the evening. Coun- 
ty Judge Brown gave assurances that Lau- 
rel county would be ready in good seagon. 

In Rockcastle county the connection with 
Laurel county lacks about five miles being 
provided for, but the county officials assured 
the directors that this would be taken 
care of. 

Grading work is under way between Mt. 
Vernon and Livingston end north of Mt. 
Vernon the road is surfaced for several miles 
toward the Madison county line and the 
grading all contracted for. County Judge 
Ballard, of Mt. Vernon, is enthusiastic for 
the highway and stated that the gap con- 
necting with Laurel county on the south 
will be provided for by Rockcastle county. 

In Madison county work is already under 
way for the entire line between the Rock- 
castle county line and Richmond. This-road 
passes through the celebrated Berea college 
which hae over 2,000 students from the moun- 
tain regions of the south, and has a nation- 
al reputation. President Frost, of the col- 
lege, entertained the directors and dem- 


strated to them that Berea was greatly in- 


terested in furthering the highway in every 
way. A magnificent pike now exists from 
Richmond to Lexington. 

At Richmond the party was entertained 
by Director H. B. Hauger, of that city, 
who accompanied them to Lexington. At 
Cincinnati the directors were given a lunch- 
eon by Manager Hill, of the Gibson hotel, 
who is a great Dixie highway booster, at 
which a conference was held with Director 
Harry Gordon, of that city, Dr. Bournifield, 
president of the Cincinnati Automobile club, 
and a number of other Dixie highway work- 
ers who attended. Cincinnati is very anx- 
ious for the highway. 

On the whole, the directors are delight- 
ed with the .progress of the work which, 
while it was somewhat slow in getting un- 
der way, now looks very promising for the 
Dixie hhighway. While the trip can be made 
it is mot recommended as a pleasure trip 
at present, although automobile dealers in

‘While considerable interest was mani- 
fested in the arrival of an Icelandic vessel 
in the harbor of New York recently the 
importance of .the event was sentimental 
rather than commercial,” says a bulletin is- 
sued by the National Geographie society. “A 
hearty welcome was extended to the island- 
ers whose home is on the fringe of the 
Arctic circle, Dut the cordiality of their re- 
ception was due to the fact that their ves- 
sel was one of the few to arrive in this 
country from that land since the days of 
Leif the Lucky, and not to any high expec- 
tations of trade possibilities, for Iceland 
with its more than 40,000 square miles and 
a scant populaton of scarcely more than two 
persons to the mile, sends most of her mea- 
ger “exports, valued at $4,000,000 a year, to 
Denmark, and also buys most of her $3,759,- 
000 imports from that mother country. 

“The fact that Iceland is so seldom visit- 
ed by tourists and is almost a ‘terra in- 
cognito’ to American traders has caused a 
false impression to obtain in this country 
concerning. its sombre but on the whole 
highly intelligent people. Indeed, it has 
been estimated that in proportion to its popu- 
lation more books and papers are printed and 
read in this partly frozen island than in 
any country of continental Europe. 

Interesting Ancient History. 

“When the Scandinavian sea rovers dis- 
covered Iceland about the middle of the ninth 
century they found a small colony of Irish 
Culdees in possession. During the succeeding 
century and a half there was a strong wave 
of immigration to the bleak island, and in 
addition to the Norse nobles and the vikings 
there came Queen Aud, widow of Olaf the 
White, king of Dublin, and numerous follow- 
ers. Trade with the island underwent many 


cycles in succeeding centuries, being con- 
fined to Norway, then with the smuggling 


merchants of Bristol, England, and later the 
Hanseatic towns of Germany. Finally, Den- 
mark established a governmental monopoly 
which was in force until 1786, when all Dan- 
ish subjects were permitted to enjoy trade 
relations. The island was opened to all na- 
tionalities in 1854, and 20 years later, when 
the Danes granted local government to the 
Icelanders, commercial life received a strong 
impetus. 

“The chief industries of Iceland are cat- 
tle ‘breeding and fishing, the latter activity 
having had a remarkable growth in the last 
few years. Herring, which constituted the 
sole cargo of the ship which arrived in New 
York recently, is one of the principal prod- 
ucts of the neighboring seas, but cod and 
train-oil and the salmon fisheries are also 
considerable. Other exports are live sheep, 
salt meat, eiderdown, wool and hides. lm- 
ports include Salt, cereals, metal ware, coal 
and various manufactured articles. 

Long Winters Encourage Manufacture. 

“Owing to the long winters, which are ex- 
tremely severe, the islanders find ample time 
to devote to spinning, weaving and Knit- 
ting at home and the tweed which they make 
is the chief material used for clothing. 
Tourists, however, find oilskins invaluable 
as the climate is extraordinarily damp in the 
southern half of the island, where the capital 
and principal city, Reykjavik, is situated 
(population about 12,000.) 

“Many Icelanders emigrated to America 
from 1872 to 1900, and several thrifty colo- 
nies have been established in Manitoba, but 
during the last decade there has been a de- 
cided tendency to stay at home. Under its 
own legislature (althing), which has 34 mem- 
bers elected by household suffrage and six ap- 
pointed by the king of Denmark, the island is 
apparently prospering, for there is no public 
debt, and no contribution is required for mil- 
itary or naval purposes. The import taxes 
are few—on tobacco, sugar, coffee and spir- 
its—and these are not burdensome. All high- 
er education is free. The annual expenses of 
the government do not exceed $175,000. 

“With a length of nearly 300 miles, and a 
width slightly under 200 miles there are no 
railroads on the island, and practically all 
transportation is confined to horseback, the 
trails being narrow and rough. 
able regions of the country are practically 
confined to the lowlands, which embrace not 
more than one-fourteenth of the total area.”

Another illustrious American family whose 
sons were officers in the United States navy, 
is now represented in the hall of history in 
the Government Museum at Washington. The 
United States National Museum has just re- 
ceived a collection of naval relics pertaining 
to the services rendered by Captain Edward 
Trenchard, and Rear Admiral Stephen Deca- 
tur Trenchard, between the years 1800 and 
1880.

sions, a map and a manuscript journal re- 
late to the career of Edward Trenchard. 
He was born in Salem, N. J., in 1784, and 


studied for sometime as an artist, but 
eventually entered the United States navy 
as midshipman on Apirl 30, 1800. His first 
cruise was on the sloop of war Adams, under 
the valiant Stephen Decatur, where a strong 
and ldsting friendship sprang up between 
the son of the commander, Stephen Deca- 
tur II, and young Trenchard. 

The Adams was engaged in the Mediter- 
ranean in the war with Tripoli from 1801-03, 
and while still a midshipman, Trenchard 
participated in the famous attack on Tripoli 
in the latter part of the war, for which 
service he was awarded a sword by congress 
in 1805, but as no midshipman rated a sword 
in those days, he was presented with a dirk, 
such as the junior officers of the British 
navy wore. The dirk presented to Trenchard 
on this occasion is among the rélics. It is 
a very fine one of English type with an 
ivory and gold handle, and an etched gold 
sheath. 

Trenchard became a lieutenant in 1807, 
and the commission issued to him at that 
time, bearing the signature of Thomas Jef- 
ferson, is exhibited in the case. A little 
later after serving on the Constellation and 
the Constitution, he was made executive offi- 
cer in the New York navy yard, and in 1812 
superintended the construction of the sloop 
of war Madison, which he succeeded in com- 
pleting in record time. During the war of 
1812-14 he was in command of the Oneida and 
the Madison in several engagements. He 
rendered meritorious service in the blockade 
of Kingston, and other operations, and was 
again rewarded by congress in 1814. The 
sword and scabbard presented to him at 
this time, and his commission as captain, 
dated March 65, 1817, and signed by James 
Monroe, are also to be seen in the col- 
lection. He was in command of the John 
Adams in 1815-16, participating in ‘the oper- 
ations off Algiers, Tripoli and Tunis, which 
resulted in the suppression of the piracy 
then in progress. 

A Mest Interesting Relic. 

One of the most interesting relics is the 
manuscript journal kept by Captain Trench- 
ard when in command of the sloop Cyane 
during a cruise on the west coast of Afriea 
between the years 1819-21, for the suppres- 
sion of the slave trade. Some of his notes 
read like stories of Robertson and Steven- 
son, and indicate that his work during those 
two years was fraught with considerable ex- 
citement and danger. A watercolor map of 
one of his stations on the coast, drawn by 
himself, and his book plate which he de- 
signed, recall his early days spent with a 
view toward art, and lend a different touch 
to the otherwise martial display of relics. 
There is also a reproduction of a miniature 
of this distinguished officer in the uniform 
of captain, painted about 1818. He was re- 
lieved from his African cruise in 1821 and 
ordered home. The last few years of his 
life were spent as post captain in the New 
York vard. He received the brevet rank of 
commodore, an exceptional honor, since at 
that time the rank of captain was the high- 
est in the service. 

Captain Edward Trenchard’s son, who was 
named Stephen Decatur Trenchard, after the 
captain’s friend, had even a more interest- 
ing career than his father, who died at the 
of 40 years, after 24 years’ service. 
Decatur Trenchard was born in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., in 1818. He was appointed 
midshipman in 1834, after making a cruise 
as acting midshipman in the European squad- 
when only 14 years of age.

Zetween the years 1845-6 
assigned to coast survey duty on 
the Washington, and when it was wrecked 
off the coast of North Carolina, he was one 
of the few saved. 

The next year he was made lieutenant, 
and served on the Saratoga in Mexico. On 
August 14, 1856, while again serving On coast 
survey work, he rendered prompt and effi- 
in the rescue of the British 
bark Adieu, wrecked off Gloucester, Mass, 
saving all hands and the entire cargo, for 
which he was presented with a beautifully 
decorated sword by the British government, 
and a gold watch by the underwriters of the 
bark. The. watch and sword are both on 
exhibition; the latter is a large, beautifully 
etched weapon in a sheath decorated in gold 
filagree over blue velvet, with a gold sword 
knot. 

Log of Cruise to China and Japan. 

The manuscript. journal of the cruise to 
China and Japan on the United States steam- 
ship Powhatan in 1857-60, kept by Flag 
Lieutenant Trenchard, which is in the col- 
lection, relates of the experiences on that 
diplomatic cruise in Asiatic waters. He was 
with Commander Josiah Tattnall when he 
made his famous statement, “Blood is thicker 
than water,” cleared his ship for action and 
went to the aid of the British admiral. With 
the opening of the civil war, Trenchard was 
put in command of the Keystone State, which 
arrived at Norfolk just as the navy yard was 
burning, and assisted in saving some of the 
government property. He was afterward in 
command of the Rhode Island, a supply and 
dispatch ship, which was later converted 
into a heavily armed cruiser. 

It was this ship which was towing the 
Monitor when she foundered off Cape Hat- 
teras, and it was through the efforts of 
Captain Trenthard's officers and men that 
the majority of the Monitors crew were 
saved. Still in command of the Rhode Island, 
Trenchard cruised with the West Indian 
squadron and the North Atlantic squad- 
ron, capturing several valuable prizes and 
confederate ships. He also was present 
at both bombardments of Fort Fisher. 

A commission signed by Abraham Lincoln 
on February 21, 1863, displayed in the 
Trenchard case, states that Stephen .Decatur 
Trenchard was made commander on July 16, 
1862. He became captain in 1866, commodore 
in 1871 and after serving on the examining 
board as lighthouse inspector and on the 
headquarters duty, he was promoted to rear 
admiral on August 10, 1875. 

His commission as rear admiral is also 
in the Museum collection and bears the sig- 
nature of U. 8S. Grant, signed December 15, 
1875. During the years 1876-1878, he was in 
command of the North Atlantic squadron and 
had at one time a larger number of ships

The funeral of Judson L. Hand, who 
died Saturday night at 11:30 o’clock 
at a private hospital, after an illness 
of several days, will be held at 3 
o’clock this afternoon from the home 
in Pelham, Ga. Interment will be in 
the family Ict in the Pelham cemetery. 
The pallbearers will be selected frorn 
his immediate business associates and 
close friends of Pelham. A delegation 
of prominent citizens of Pelham ar- 
rived in Atlanta Sunday and escorted 
the body to Pelham Sunday night. 

Besides being a man of active po- 
litical interests, having held various 
positions of honor in the state legis- 
lature and senate, as well as various 
municipal offices in his home city, Mr. 
Hand was a business genius, to whose 
industry and capabilities the town of 
Pelham is a monument. He went to 


this section of Mitchell county whea 
he was only 26 years old, first starting 
his business career as a saw mill owner, 
this being the only industry possible, 
due to the undeveloped condition of 
the county. From this, step by step, 
he opened new industries until finally 
he had developed a chain ofr profitable 
business firms, which form practically 
the entire business life of Pelham. 

At the time of his death Mr. Hand 
Was president of the Hand Tradin;g 
company, said to be the largest mer- 
cantile business in Georgia; of the 
Pelham Manufacturing company, th¢ 
Pelham Phosphate company, the Pel- 
ham Oil and Fertilizer works, the 
Farmers’ bank of Pelham, the Pelham 
Loan and Investment company and the 
Flint River and Northeastern railway. 

Mr. Hand was noted for his philan- 
thropy, having given donations to 
practically every public organization 
in Pelham. He gave liberally to the 
churches, built the public school for 
the city and donated a large sum to- 
ward the construction of the Carnegie 
library. 

He believed in young men, help®i 
them and made successful business men 
out of many. His friends among the 
young of his county and others are 
manifold. He was the first to intro- 
duce the growing of Sea Island cotton 
in south Georgia, and the first to realize 
the profit of growing watermelons for 
the market, having had at one time ia 
his life 1,000 acres devoted to the cui- 
tivation of watermelons exclusively. 

Mr. Hand was several times urged 
to run for governor, but always re- 
fused. He had been a member of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad commis- 
sion since the fall of 1915.

Bainbridge, Ga., October 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Despixe the disappointment 
many of their race have experienced 
in going north in search of work, many 
negroes from Decatur and other south 
Georgia counties are still being re- 
cruited by agents whose identity is 
carefully concealed. 

Local officers are now vigorously on 
the alert for the colonization agents, 
and propose to break up recruiting ac- 
tivities in this county. The agents 
seem to be adepts at the art of keep- 
ing their identity concealed, working 
through negroes, who, it is believed, 
are paid so much per head for every 
laborer secured. 

It is sstimated that several hundred 
negroes have ‘been carried from this 
county since the exodus began in early 
summer.

At Holmes Institute 
Draw Large Audience 


The dedication exercises celebrating 
the completion of the main building of 
the Holmes institute were held in the 
chapel of the institute Sunday after- 
noon at 3 o’clock. The chapel was 
crowded to its capacity. The program 
consisted of the singing of hymns and 
plantation melodies by 100 students of 
the institution, and a number of in- 
teresting addresses by leaders of the 
colored race in Atlanta. 

The opening address was delivered 
by B. R. Holmes, president of the in- 
stitute, who gave an account of the 
history of the school and its work. 


“The institute was founded over six 
years ago,” said he, “and was started 
in a small, dilapidated building with 
no floor in it. Since then, because 
of gracious gifts of the white friends 
and many of our own race, it has 
grown into a larger and better insti- 
tution. There are now in the school 
over 175 pupils, 85 per cent of whom 
are from the rural districts. Many have 
no money and are without homes, and 
we cannot accommodate all who apply. 
The object of the institution is to make 
it possible for the unfortunate colored 
children of the city and county, whose 
parents are unable to purchase books, 
to attend school.” 

S. W. Walker, financial agent of the 
institute, who presided, said in his talk 
that the institute was entitled to the 
support of the good citizens of Atlanta. 
in order to make it possible for the 
unfortunate colored boys and girls to 
receive an education. 

Rev. L. H. King, president of the 
board of trustees, gave an interesting 
and inspiring talk to the students, ad- 
monishing them to do whatever they 
attempted in the best manner possible, 
whether cooking, washing or sew- 
ing. He expressed a hearty apprecia- 
tion of the interest shown in the in- 
stitute by the white people, and espe- 
cially of the daily papers. 

Al F. Herndon, president of the At- 
lanta Mutual Insurance company, stat- 
ed that he had attended school alto- 
gether in his life only about twelve 
months, due to the hard conditions of 
his youth. He told the students that 
whatever success he had achieved was 
due to hard work and an effort to al- 
ways give service corresponding to the 
pay received for the same.

It is generally the greatest ambition 
of every real actor and actress to essay 
the roles of Romeo or Juliet at least 
once in their career and Francis X.

_ For Great Part in Making Fair 


Now that the Southeastern fair is a 
reality and a big success, Walter G. 
Cooper, secretary of the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce, is given a great part 
of the credit for its establishment by 
directors and fair promoters. 

It was while Mell R. Wilkinson was 
President of the chamber that Secre-., 
tary Cooper said to him in the course 
of a conference on how most effective- 
ly to apply the energies within the 
chamber to the greatest benefit to the 
community: 

“I am ambitious to see every ad- 
Ministration of the chamber do some 
Breat constructive work, and I would 
like to see something like that accom- 
plished during your term.” 

Asked by Mr. Wilkinson for a sug- 
gestion, Mr. Cooper replied: 

“The Southeastern fair. Our corn 
shows have been a great success and 
have done great good for the state.

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Trade and Industry Continue 
Period of Unusual Activity 


Little Variation Shown in 
Comparison With Recent 
Week, Though Some Con- 
servatism Noticeable, Says 
Bradstreet’s Report. 


Bradstreet’s report says: 

Trade, as well as industry, continues 
extraordinarily active, in which respect 
the situation shows little or no varia- 
tion from recently preceding weeks. 
Buying for next spring, while broaden- 
ing, indicates some conservatism, holi- 
day buying is proceeding apace, retail 
trade is expanding, prices are still 
high, labor is scarce, the railways are 
buying more freely in the steel market, 


car shortages are growing more se- 
rious, earnings are heavy, the leading 
industries are sold far ahead, and pig 
iron is higher, while there is no let-up 
to export business, but shipments have 
been retarded by submarine attacks on 
shipping on the Atlantic coast. Inci- 
dentally, submarine activities also have 
caused an advance in ocean freight 
rates, while temporarily affecting 
prices for wheat and cotton and tend- 
ing to crimp stock market price move- 
ments. 

Collections are good, and _  interlor 
merchants, who are profiting from the 
adyantages of high prices for farm 
products more than offsetting short 
yields, are paying off old debts. Seem- 
ngly comparatively few past due debts 
will be carried into next year. Ship- 
building is thriving as never before, 
and inquiries respecting new vessels 
continue to come forward at a note- 
worthy rate. Manufacturers in general 
are not able to stock up to any extent, 
B80 exigent are demands, and with the 
high prices prevailing there is a strong 
tendency to convert goods into cash as 
rapidly as possible. 

Thus, American manufacturers vir- 
tually have their decks so cleared that 
any sudden changes oversea may be 
readily withstood. Bank deposits, es- 
pecially in the larger industrial centers, 
eloquently testify to the exceptionally 
heavy wage earnings of the working 
classes, who, because of extraordinary 
employment, are bearing high prices 
with equanimity. There is, however, a 
more clearly defined tendency to ask 
if prices have not already gone too 
high, and for the time being, at least, 
it is probable that further buying will 
move along more conservative ean: 
that is, needs will be covered as and 
when they develop, the desire being to 
guard against over-stocking with high- 
priced goods. 

Dry weather is complained of in the 
southwest as delaying wheat seeding, 
but a large, in fact record, area will 
£0 in in Kansas. The Nebraska crop 
{s in good shape but needs rain. 

It has been a good season for dry- 
ing and curing corn, and the crop has 
turned out better than expected some 
months ago. 

Lancaster tobacco growers are get- 
ting high prices for the small part of 
their tobacco crop that was frosted. 

Only two Texas crops, cotton and 
rice, show gains in vields over last 
year, but the larger vield and higher 
price of cotton insures a larger total 
money return than a year ago. 

The Louisiana rice and sugar crops 
will be larger than last vear. 

Colorado crop values this vear will 
exceed those of last year by $12,000,000. 

Cotton crop reports are very irregu- 
lar. Texas will have 600,000 bales 
more than a year ago, and Oklahoma 
and Arkansas will raise more than 
last year, but reports from Georgia, 
Alabama and South Carolina are of 
very short yields. 


STOCK QUOTATIONS 
DECLINE FOR WEEK 


Submarine Activity Causes 
Decline in Values, but 
the Abnormal Number of 
Trades Continues. 


New York, October 15.—The prevail- 
ing abnormal stock market activity 
lost little of its force ‘last week, but 
sentiment experienced a pronounced. 
change denoted in the shrinkage of 
quoted values. Extreme recessions in 
leading stocks tan from 5 to 10 points 
and in less ‘stable issues greater losses 
were sustained, with partial recoveries 
later. 


Many attenuated bull accounts were 
closed out in the frenzied trading of 
Monday, when Wall street received its 
first news of the extension of Ger- 
many‘'s submarine activities to Ameri- 
can waters. This was followed by gen- 
éral liquidation to save reduced profits 
and a renewal of operations for the 
hort interest. Investment issues were 
confidently taken but mainly at 
marked concessions. 

Shares of the less conspicuous rail- 
roads and some of the utility compa- 
nies, chiefly gas and power corapanies, 
were in good demand at irregular but 
eubstantial advances. Cotton carrying 
roads refliecté@éd the higher prices for 
that staple. 

Fundamental conditions, it was al- 
most universally agreed, remain inhe- 
rently sound, except for further dete- 
rioration of certain foodstuffs as in- 
dicated by the latest government crop 
reports. Pank clearings rose to un- 
precedented proportions, earnings or 
railroads and various industrial com- 
panies were of like character and fab- 
ricated iron and steel products under- 
went further upward price revision.

20,175 Bales Ginned.

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Speculative Markets Show 
Reactions Because of In- 
ternational Developments, 
but General Business Is 
Good, Says Dun’s Report. 


Dun’'s report says: 

All speculative markets experienced 
reaction this week and legitimate bus- 
iness has temporarily moved under re- 


duced momentum, owing to the holiday 
interruption and a certain hesitancy 
due to international developments. Cur- 
rent transactions, however, continue 
unprecedented for the period, and, with 
the strength of fundamental factors 
undiminished, the general tendency in 
trade and industry is still toward fur- 
ther expansion. By rejecting many ad- 
ditional contracts, and under the stim- 
ulus of better working conditions, the 
Steel Corporation has made some head- 
way in relieving the congestion at its 
mills and factories, though the unfilled 
orders at the end of September were 
nearly 80 per cent greater than in 
1915. The rise in prices in this quar- 
ter, as in numerous other lines, con- 
tinues, and of the 331 wholesale quota- 
tions regularly compiled by Dun’s Re- 
view, 66 showed advances this week 
and 26 declines. The extreme costs 
naturally induce more or less conserv- 
atism and deter some from buying, 
but in many instances the prospect of 
further advance is an _ incentive to 
larger gah sig sso ~ and consumption 
generally is maintained in extraordi- 
nary volume. Thig is evidenced by the 
record-breaking bank clearings, which 
this week are 22.2 per cent in excess 
of last year’s at leading centers out- 
side of New York. Part of the gain 
of course, is due to the high prices, 
yet the remarkable totals would not 


worthy and widespread activity in gen- 
eral business. In many cases, however, 
a full measure of progress is not pos- 
sible because producing and transport- 
ing facilities, though increased and ex- 
tended to the limit, remain inadequate 
to meet the growing requirements. In- 
sistent calls for rush shipments of ma- 
terials and products indicate the urgen- 
cy of consumers’ needs, but, as some 
machinery is idle through labor scar- 
city and wage controversies, outputs 
are insufficient, and the shortage of 
rolling stock accentuates the _  diffi- 
=~ of making deliveries as sched- 
uled. 

Measured by Dun’s' Index Number, 
the general level of wholesale com- 
modity quotations is over 25 per cent 
higher than at the beginning of the 
war. Within recent weeks the rise 
has been particuarly striking, and it 
is still the fact that actual consump- 
tive requirements are the controlling 
element in the situation, though other 
than legitimate influences have accen- 
tuated the strength of some markets. 
Yet, apart from the leading farm sta- 
ples, of which the harvests are mate- 
rially reduced, speculation continues 
negligible, and prices have reached the 
highest position of modern times pri- 
marily because the demand in many 
lines exceeds the’ supply. Increased 
costs of production, due to labor con- 
ditiong and other causes, also are hav- 
ing an important bearing in determin- 
ing present and future quotations. 


MILLS SWAMPED 
WITH MANY ORDERS 


Production of Steel Prod- 
ucts Still Far Behind, 
Though Mills Are Worked 
to Extreme Capacity. 


New York, October 15.—The ‘steel 
mills made small headway last week 
against accumulated orders. Furnaces 
and mills that have been continuously 
operated under high pressure are feel- 
ing the effects of the long strain; not 
a few are out of commission tempo- 
rarily for repairs. 

An indication of the trend of the in- 
dustry is found in the fact that the 
United States Steel corporation subsid- 
iaries shipped about 3,200,000 tons of 
rolled steel products in the third quar- 
ter, against shipments of 3,975,000 tons 
during the first quarter. 

The domestic demand for steel is 
greater than for several months, with 
renewed buying by the railroads, auto- 
mobile and agricultural machinery 
manufacturers. These interests at the 
moment want 500,000 tons for shipment 
over the first half and the last half of 
1917. Some of the railroads have or- 
dered rails amounting to 100,000 tons 
for shipment during the first quarter 
of 1918. Car builders have just con- 
summated contracts for 100,000 tons of 
bars, plates and shapes, and locomo- 
tive builders for 150,000 tons of tolled 
and forged steel to cover contracts plac- 
ed by domestic and foreign roads. 

The pressure for steel from ship- 
builders has not relaxed for six months. 
Contracts for 60,000 tons more plates 
have been closed for ships to be built 
on the Atlantic and Pacific coasts and 
the yards are besieged with contracts 
to be placed for fifty more boats that 
will require 200,000 tons of steel. 

Inadequate supplies to meet the phe- 
nomenal demand is expressed in still 
higher prices. Rails have sold for ex- 
port at $60 per ton and some independ- 
ent mills are refusing to sell for do- 
mestic consumption under £40 per ton. 
Billet and sheet bar prices are $2 per 
ton higher. Pig iron is 50c to $1.00 
per ton higher in eastern Pennsylvania, 
in the south and at Buffalo. Sales of 
pig iron since October 7 have been 300,- 
000 tons, half for export.

The Cry for More Men. 


(From The Pittsburg Dispatch.) 
“Great Britain is in urgent need of 
men for the armies and the munitions 
factories,” says the Man Power Distri- 
bution Bureau, “to muintain our forces 
in the field at the numbers already 
fixed for them and at the same time to 
maintain the supply of munitions es- 
sential for their equipment and proper 
utilization.””’ The bureau quoted is the 
body to which has been given the task 
of finding the men needed and assign- 
ing them to places at which it is fe}t 
they are most required, whether it pe 
at the front or in the factories turn- 
ing out supplies for those who are do- 
ing the actual fighting. More than 5,- 
000,000 men had been raised ag the Brit- 
ish contribution to the cause of the al- 
lies, according to figures given out last 
May. Doubtless a good many more have 
been raised since, for the reports agree 
that the activities of those delegated to 
round up the eligible fighters have been 
increasing. British 
heavy at all stages of the war, 
even their enemies give the British sol- 
diers credit for great, if not often fool- 
hardy, courage, During the last three 
months the fighting on the western 
front has caused a monthly loss in the 
British ranks of more than 100,000 men.

TN BURLINGTON WRECK 


Train Crashes Into Freight 
Caboose—Five Men Jump 
to Safety. 


Elwood, Neb., October 15.—Ten men 
were killed and 11 others seriously in- 
jured when a train on the Burlington 
railroad crashed into the freight ca- 
boose in which they were riding, twelve 
miles east of here today. Five other 
men standing on the rear platform of 
the caboose saw the approaching train 
soon enough to jump to safety. One oth- 
er man in the caboose cupola was 
thrown clear of the wreck and escaped 
injury. 

The trains in collision were sections 
of a regular stock train. Lack of lights 
and warning signals was given by sur- 
vivors as the cause of the accident. 

All of the victims are residents of 
Nebraska, most of them farmers or 
stockmen. 

The trains in collision were the sec- 
ond and third sections of No. 156. The 
third section plunged into the second 
while the latter had stopped at a point 
about half way between Smithfield and 
Bertrand on account of hot boxes. : 

A special train was sent from Hol- 
dredge with physicians and the injur- 
ed were taken to Hastings. 

It was reported here that two of the 
injured died on the way to Hastings. 


Business Men Pledge 
$100,000 for Stock 
In Meat Packing Plant 


Tifton, Ga., October 15.—(Special.)— 
A meat-packing plant at Tifton was 
assured when, at a meeting of the busi- 
ness men, $100,000 was pledged for the 
capital stock, provided the farmers in 
tributary territory will raise $50,000. 
The farmers are allowed to pay for 
their stock in hogs one year from 
date. The plant is to cost about $100,- 
000 and will have a daily capacity of 
about 300 hogs, but is built so that this 
capacity can easily be increased at a 
slight outlay to 800 hogs a cay. 

The promoters are headed by Frank 
Scarboro, broker; H. H. Tift, E. P. Bow- 
en, W. W. Banks, vice president of the 
Bank of Tifton, and M. E. Hendrey, 
eashier of the National Bank of Tif- 
ton. Banks, Tift and Bowen agreed 
to underwrite $60,000 of the capital 
stoek if the business men of Tifton 
would raise $40,000. This has been 
done. 

As soon as the stock is subscribed 
and orfgamzation perfected, steps wiil 
be taken to erect a plant which will 
be ready for operation early in the fall 
of 1917. 

In connection with the erection of 
the plant and conditional thereto, the 
Central Grocery company, through its 
manager, B. Y. Wallace, will put in a 
plant for the manufacture of stock 
feed from corn and velvet beans at 
Tifton. A flour mill also is promised, 
provided the acreage in wheat this fall 
will warrant. ;

Work Will Not Be Finished 
for Another Week at 
Least. 


Atlantic City, N. J.,*October 15.—Mem- 
bers of the Mexican-American joint 
commission appeared today to have lit- 
tle hope that their work would be fin- 
ished for at least another week.
